NEW YOKK, Sept. 4. — The railroad 10- 


tnrns of Great Britain and Ireland for 
tho year 1889 show an authorized capital 
of £982,107,191, of which £255,897,184 
represent the subscriptions to loans and 
debenture stock. 
The total amount 


paid up was .£876,596,166. The latter 
sum shows an increase for tho year of 
about £12,000,000, against an increase 
of upward of £20,000,000 for the pre- 
vious year, the total increase within the 
last five years being no less than -C75,- 
000,000 pounds. The average increase 
tho past eleven years has been £16,000,- 
000 per annum. Last year tho total

Senator Call, of Florida, to day intro- 


duced a resolution, which was referred 
to tho committee on foreign relations, 
declaring that the murder of Ganeral 
B'urundia on tho ste.xmor Acopulco by 
the authorities of Guatemala, while 
under the protection of tho Hag of tho 
United States, was an insult to tho peo- 
ple of the United States, which de- 
manded prompt action by tho govern- 
ment of the United States for tho red- 
icss of that injury and for security 
against the recurrence of such eases. 


Senator Call is thought to ha\e made 


a mistake iu not calling for information 
in tho usual way instead of assuming 
tho deed was a murder and an inbiilt to 
tho go-verumeufc of tho United States, 
but while it is regretted that ho did not 
conch his resolution in different terms, 
tho feeling in the senate is Hut the 
matter should be thoroughly wfted and 
the committee will undoubtedly act on 
tho resolution. Senator Frye, a mem- 
ber of tho foreign relations committee, 
said that as tho matter would come be- 
fore tho committee he did not care to 
express any premature opinions. 
He 


felt the subject merited investigation, 
yet it would not be fair to criticise tho 
conduct of tho American minister until 
all the facts in the case viero known. 
Senator Gray, of Delaware did not care 
to criticise until all tho facts were be- 
fore tho senate. He thought, however, 
that the case merited the \ ory closest 
official scrutiny.

The only 
hope that the managers of the republi- 
can canvass indulged for the defeat of 
the democratic state ticket was that a 
popular member of the Farmer's alli- 
ance at the head of tho republican ticket 
might defeat anybody whom the demo- 
crats could possibly nominate.

Jewitt, tho chairman, is already iu war 
paint and feels ambitious to overcome 
the little opposition that appeared to 
his re-election to the chairmanship. 
There was no opposition from members 
of the committee, but as the republicans 
won the victory in 1838 some few dem- 
ocrats thought tbe party had not been 
thoroughly organized and that tbo state 
should have been carried by Mr. Cleve- 
land.
